EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Amend Claim 1 as follows: 

1, A method for welding metal sheets to form tailored blanks, [characterized in that] comprising: 
detecting the edge line of both sheets [is detected] in the welding machine[,]; 
identifying the edge line of one of the sheets [is identified] as the dominant edge line; 
reworking [and] the other edge [is reworked] to match it to the dominant edge[,]; and 
then welding [in that] the sheets [are then welded]. 

Claim Allowance 

Claims 1 and 11-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
does not suggest or teach a method for welding metal sheets to form tailored blanks, particularly 
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identifying the dominant edge line of the sheets and reworking the other edge to match the 
dominant edge.
